AND DEBTS IN FEDERAL COURT

Wash ington—Th e last s h o t 
fired by th e Hoover adm inistra­ 
tion against th e dep ression is 
just finding its mark. 
Th rough out th e country cases 
are beginning to be filed under 
th e McKeown-LaGuardia bank­ 
rup tcy amendment, signing of 
wh ich by President Hoover was 
one of h is last official acts. Th e 
new bankrup tcy regulations h ave 
been in effect since March 3, but 
th e ex p ected rush of debtors to 
federal courts for relief under 
th is new act h as not y et m ater­ 
ialized. But enough cases h ave 
now been filed so th at th eir de­ 
termination will sh ow h ow much 
relief can be ex p ected under th e 
act, and h ow much imp rovement 
over th e old bankrup tcy p roced­ 
ure h as been made. 
One of th e first to seek relief 
under th e new law was Mrs. Alice 
C. Williams of St. Louis, Mo. Her 
h ome was with in two h ours of 
foreclosure wh en sh e p resented 
to federal court th ere a p etition 
under th e new law. 
An injunction was granted to 
p revent th e sale. Her h usband,

an attoijiey , h andled th e p eti­ 
tion for h er. He h ad told th e 
h older of th e mortgage, h e re­ 
p orted, th at h e could p ay off 
h alf of th e mortgage with in a 
sh ort time, but h ad been refused 
a loan at a bank. Th e foreclos­ 
ure h aving been enjoined, Mrs. 
William’s h ome was saved, for 
th e moment, at least, it will now 
be th e duty of th e federal court 
to take up th e case to see wh eth ­ 
er a comp romise or settlement 
can be arranged.

ing th e interests of both , with ­ 
out th e ex p ense and embarrass­ 
ment th at usually go with bank­ 
rup tcy . It gives courts of bank­ 
rup tcy wider jurisdiction th an 
th ey formerly h ad in p roceed­ 
ings to relieve debtors. 
In th e case of an individual, it 
is ex p ected to work like th is; 
Joh n Smith finds h imself unable 
to meet h is m aturing debts. He 
formally states th is to th e court, 
with a request th at effort be 
made to readjust or ex tend h is 
debts. Th e -debts" included h ere 
are a wider class of obligations 
th an th ose now allowed before 
bankrup tcy 
courts, 
including 
••all claims of wh atever ch arac­ 
ter against th e debtor and h is 
p rop erty , including a claim for 
future rent.”

He is Capt. Herbert Fairfax 
Leary , 39 -y ear-old comman der 
of the on ly n av al cru iser in the 
North Atlan tic at the presen t 
time. 
The Portlan d was ordered to 
this spot n ear which the Ak ron 
wen t down immediately after 
last 
Tu esday ’s 
tragedy . 
On ly 
three of the 7 6 person s aboard 
su rv iv ed an d on ly two bodies 
hav e been recov ered. 
“We are con du ctin g a relen t­ 
less search,” Captain Leary said 
today . “We can n ot hold ou t hope 
th at an y of the missin g still are 
aliv e, bu t we do hope to recov er 
their bodies an d allay in some 
degree at least the heartache of 
relativ es.” 
Captain Leary ’s desk is piled 
high with n ewly traced maps 
an d other data, an d at a mo­ 
m en t’s n otice he can tell ju st 
where an y on e of the 30 search­ 
in g v essels u n der his direction 
is operatin g. In two day s he has 
con du cted a search ov er 35 ,000 
squ are miles of water an d n ow 
operation s are con cen trated in 
an area of 5 00 squ are miles with 


its cen ter 20 miles from Bam e- 
gat Lightship. 
The u se of airplan es was dis­ 
con tin u ed today an d three coast 
gu ard destroy ers, three n av y de­ 
stroy ers, fou r large coast gu ard 
patoi boats, 14 smaller patrol 
boats an d fou r n av y tu gs con tin ­ 
u ed the search. 
Day an d n ight, regardless of 
weather 
con dition s, 
they are 
draggin g the ocean bottom with 
grapplin g hook s.
